CHAPTER XXXI. 


THE Rosary Leacue of Our LApy OF THE 
ATONEMENT 


Mother Lurana, like all the holy founders of Reli- 
gious Communities, had a marked devotion to the 
Mother of God. The predilection of the Blessed 
Virgin, herself, for the Society of the Atonement has 
been set forth in the last two Chapters in which her 
appearance in the Convent Chapel of the Motherhouse 
of the Sisters of the Atonement, and again to one of 
the Sisters in her cubicle, or cell, was related, giving 
emphatic evidence of this. 

In this connection it is interesting to note how many 
important events in the history of the Society of the 
Atonement have coincided with prominent Festivals 
of the Blessed Virgin. For instance, the Name of the 
Society was found on the Octave of the Feast of the 
Visitation of the Blessed Virgin. Two years later the 
Rev. Irving Johnson arrived on the same Feast Day at 
the Rectory in Kingston, which led to the going to 
Omaha of Father Wattson. When the Mother Found- 
ress came to Graymoor it was on the Octave of the 
Feast of the Immaculate Conception, and it was on the 
Feast itself that the Chaplain, who was to minister to 
the Sisters, came to Graymoor. 

Mother Lurana was not slow, in collaboration with 
Father Paul of the Atonement, in promoting devotion 
to the Blessed Virgin under the title of Our Lady of 
the Atonement, which title they were inspired to give 


to our Blessed Mother after her two appearances in 
St. Francis House above referred to. They planned 
together the formation of the Rosary League of Our 
Lady of the Atonement, which was inaugurated at the 
Graymoor Portiuncula in October, the month of the 
Holy Rosary, 1901. 

There was a guest at the Convent just at that time, 
a Mrs. Nealis, the mother of the distinguished artist, 
Mother Margaret Mary Nealis, a Madame of the Sacred 
Heart, whose skillful pencil and brush have illustrated 
many pages of THe Lamp during the past thirty years. 
Mrs. Nealis was a convert from the Episcopal Church 
and entertained a great love for Graymoor. She it was 
who designed the bronze medal of Our Lady of the 
Atonement, upon the front of which is set forth the 
image of the Blessed Virgin and the Christ Child as 
they appeared in the Convent Chapel on Sunday after- 
noon, November 4th, 1900. On the reverse of the medal 
appears the Tau Cross, so much loved by St. Francis, 
and beneath the cross beam are the initials, “S. A.” 
The reverse of the medal also bears the inscription, 
“Rosary League, October 7, 1901.” 

Not only is October 7th, the Feast of the Most Holy 
Rosary, but it is the Covenant Day of the Society of the 
Atonement, for it was on October 7, 1898, just after a 
joint consecration of Mother Lurana and himself to 
the work of founding the Society of the Atonement 
that Father Wattson received what has ever since been 
known as the Covenant Chapter of the Society, em- 
bodying the promise of the God of Abraham that 
“blessing He would bless, and multiplying He would 
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multiply” the members of the Institute until they be- 
came as “the stars of the firmament that cannot be 
numbered.”

UNIVERSITY IN JAPAN 


In the Third Book of Kings we read how “a certain 
man bent his bow, shooting at a venture, and chanced 
to smite the King of Israel” between the joints of his 
armor. Much like an arrow, shot at a venture, sped a 
random copy of “Rose Leaves” across the American 
Continent and the Pacific Ocean, to Japan, the King- 
dom of the Rising Sun, and penetrated the study of the 
Rev. Arthur Lloyd, M.A., President of St. Paul’s Col- 
lege, and next in authority to the Bishop of the An- 
glican missionary jurisdiction of Tokyo. The dainty 
tract with pink cover fascinated the scholar and the 
missionary. He wrote to the Reverend Mother at 
Graymoor acknowledging its receipt. This led to 
further correspondence until the Rev. Arthur Lloyd be- 
came a convinced advocate of the principles of Cor- 
porate Reunion enunciated later 
on by THE Lamp. In fact, the 
second issue of THE Lamp con- 
tained an article by Mr. Lloyd in 
which he stated that he, as a 
practical expression of his belief 
in the Rock-of-Peter as the Center 
of Catholic Unity had taken to 
paying Peter’s Pence. That article 
cost him his dismissal from the 
presidency of St. Paul’s College, 
and of the Standing Committee of 
the Missionary Jurisdiction of 
Tokyo. However by the appoint- 
ment of the late Emperor of 
Japan, who held him in high 
esteem, he became a_ professor 
in the Imperial University and 
on the occasion of sending his 
periodical offering of Peter’s 
Pence to the late Holy Father, 
Pope Pius X., at the close 
of the Russo-Japanese war, he 
ventured to recommend to the 
Supreme Pontiff the wisdom of 
Leaves” writing a letter to the Mikado, 

thanking him for the considerate 

treatment which the Catholic sol- 
liers had received at the hands of the Emperor during 
the course of the war. Pope Pius X., in his humility 
and zeal for souls, accepted the suggestion and com- 
missioned the present Cardinal Archbishop of Boston 
to deliver the letter in person to the Emperor. Bishop 

O’Connell, as the Pope’s Ambassador, was graciously 

received by the Mikado and the direct result of the 

embassy was the establishment by invitation of the 

Mikado of a Catholic University in Tokyo, now being 

administered by the Jesuits. And so, the existence 

of this University, which is destined, we trust, to bring 
multitudes of the Japanese people into the Fold of 

Peter, can be directly traced to a single copy of 

“Rose Leaves,” issued to promote the restoration of 

“Mary’s Dowry” to the Holy Mother of God.

It is no exaggeration to say that in all the years that 
have passed since the Church Unity Octave was initi- 
ated at Graymoor in 1908, its devout observance was 
never so widespread in America as was the case last 
month. Reports in the public press from every section 
of the country and the great demand from pastors and 
Religious houses for the leaflets and booklets contain- 
ing the Octave prayers, bear testimony to the interest 
manifested and the growing recognition of the move- 
ment as one of the chief means in the Providence of 
God, for bridging the chasm towards a better under- 
standing between ourselves in the household of the 
Catholic Faith and those outside the Fold who are 
sincerely seeking the path that will lead them home to 
that Unity and Oneness of Faith which Christ so 
earnestly prayed for. 

Our Holy Father, Pope Pius XI., despite his physical 
frailty and the manifold cares 
of his holy office, graciously 
followed his usual custom and 
offered the Holy Sacrifice of 
the Mass on the Feast of St. 
Peter’s Chair, January 18th, 
for the intention of the 
Octave. We are grateful to 
His Holiness for his fatherly 
benediction and _ encourage- 
ment. 

It is not possible to enu- 
merate here the many centers 
in which the Octave was ob- 
served last month, and of 
course no one but the record- 
ing Angel in heaven can know 
the extent and the influence 
for good resulting from the 
united prayers of thousands of 
Christians throughout the 
world. But we can be certain 
that the dangers threatening 
civilization are fully realized 
and call for a union of spirit- 
ual forces to illuminate minds 
and strengthen hearts into the 
formation of One flock under 
One Shepherd which is the 
Divine Will of Christ.

ANOTHER JACOBITE ARCHBISHOP RECEIVED 
INTO THE CHURCH 


A letter received from His Excellency, Most Rev. 
Mar Ivanios, indicates that the end of the Jacobite 
schism which has kept thousands of Christians out of 
union with Rome for hundreds of years, drew closer 
when he received into the Catholic Fold last Novem- 
ber the Jacobite Archbishop of Neranam, Mar Severios. 
Neranam is the oldest Jacobite See in Malabar. 
Mar Severios is the third member of the Jacobite 
Hierarchy to join the Church in recent years. Bishop 
Mar Theophilos was received in September, 1930, 
along with Mar Ivanios. But Mar Severios is the first 
actual ruler of a Jacobite diocese to make his submis- 
sion in the new Romeward movement. The other two 
were members of a Religious 
Order and were not ruling over 
Jacobite ecclesiastical ter- 
ritories at the time of their 
reception into the Church. 

The convert archbishop is a 
widely known scholar and 
religious leader, and his 
ancient diocese numbers 
among its members many rich 
and influential persons. It is 
said that the church at Nera- 
nam dates back to the days of 
St. Thomas the Apostle. 

His Excellency, Mar Seve- 
rios, in announcing his deci- 
sion to enter the Fold of Peter 
declared in his letter to the 
Archbishop of Trivandrum, 
Mar Ivanios, that “he felt the 
power of Divine Grace work- 
ing in him and the hand of 
God guiding him to seek com- 
munion with Rome, the strong- 
hold of Christianity and the 
Centre of Unity.” 

Further on in his letter Mar 
Severios says: “The forces of 
atheism and irreligion seem to 
be let loose on the world, and 
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I am convinced that the time has come when it is the 
imperative duty of all who call upon the Holy Name 
of Our Lord, to forget their differences and sink their 


selves in humility and unite in the supreme effort to 
show forth to the wavering believers and unbelievers 
the truth of religion and the glory of God in Christ.” 





The Meaning of Prayers for Unity

in preparation for the observance of the Church Unity Octave under the sponsorship of the Crusade Con- 


ference of Clerics and Religious at the Catholic University of America, 
for his ability as an orator and for his success in training public speakers.

More than nineteen hundred years ago, in the cenacle 
at Jerusalem, eating the Pasch with His disciples, on 
the night before He died, Jesus, after delivering His 
farewell address to them, raised His eyes to God the 
Father, and prayed. All during His life He had 
prayed, but never with more intense feeling than on 
this occasion. First He prayed for Himself; then He 
prayed for the Apostles who were to carry on His 
ministry after His death on the morrow. Lastly, He 
prayed for the countless millions of the future, who, 
as Christians, as followers of the Nazarene, would be 
called upon to represent His teaching before the 
peoples of the world. 

He spoke with Divine vision, and the prayer He ad- 
dressed to God the Father was for unity and harmony 
among His followers of future generations. “I pray 

. that they all may be one as Thou, Father, in Me, 
and I in Thee, that they also may be one in Us; that 
the world may believe that Thou hast sent Me. And 
the glory which Thou hast given Me, I have given to 
them; that they may be one as We also are one.” Thus 
did Christ pray, that for His glory and by the grace 
of God the Christians of all time would be united in 
One Fold and under One Shepherd. 


THeyY Prayep THEIR Way INTO THE CHURCH 


Thirty years ago, in another cenacle, atop a little 
mountain, along the Hudson River, at Graymoor, near 
Garrison, New York, gathered around their founder, 
Father Paul Francis, was a little community of Protes- 
tant gentlemen known as the Friars of the Atonement. 
Their life of mortification had sharpened their ears to 
the messages of Heaven and had deepened their eager- 
ness for the things that Christ desired. 

Into their souls, as if in answer to the prayer of 
Jesus, nineteen hundred years before, came the inspira- 
tion to pray as Jesus prayed for unity among the fol- 
lowers of the Master. They prayed eight days—a 
whole octave, for Unity of the Churches of Christ. The 
answer of God fell first in their own midst and, shortly, 
they applied for admission to and were received as a 
group by the Catholic Church. 

The Octave of Prayer for the unity of the followers 
of Christ became sacredly enshrined in the life of the 
Friars of the Atonement, both as an apostolic answer 


to the heart-touching plea of Jesus and as an act of 
gratitude for the blessings of the Faith conferred on 
them by Heaven. They proposed the devotion to 
others. Their venture was approved in 1909 by Pope 
Pius X. It was approved, in 1916, and recommended 
to the Universal Church by Pope Benedict XV. In 
1921 the American Archbishops and Bishops unani- 
mously recommended that “the Unity Octave be held 
throughout all the dioceses of the United States.” 
This recommendation of the Hierarchy has been taken 
seriously and now, seventeen years later, the Church 
Unity Octave has become a vital part of the life of 
the Catholic Church here in the United States and 
throughout the world. Hundreds of thousands of 
Catholic and non-Catholics will gather, in thousands of 
churches and in their own homes, each day from the 
18th of January to the 25th to storm Heaven, in union 
with Jesus Christ, with prayers that the followers of 
Christ will be led by the power of God to a Union of 
their Churches. 

It is well to recall that the unity for which we are 
praying is not one of mere sociability and social 
harmony. Thanks be to God, that has already been 
achieved here in the United States among Catholics 
and non-Catholics. Neither is the unity for which we 
pray based upon mere tolerance and sufferance. This 
is too negative, too unstable and without intelligent 
foundations. Neither is the unity for which we pray 
during these eight days one of mere broadminded 
religious freedom granted by the political institutions 
of the nation. Such unity begets indifference to a real 
truth and is obtained frequently by the repudiation of 
principles of belief and action which Jesus revealed 
and which we have no right to surrender. The unity 
for which we ask is a positive and a dynamic unity 
based on intelligent thought and action, based upon 
conviction and courage and based upon humility and 
self-sacrifice for the sake of Jesus and divine truth. 

This unity presumes an unanimously accepted creed 
expanded to the full specifications drawn by Christ and 
not whittled down to the proportions of human intel- 
ligence. This unity presupposes unanimous willingness 
to worship God, not as finite mortal beings think He 
should be worshipped, but as God Himself demands. 
This unity presumes the unanimous acceptance of the 
complete moral code, drawn up by God Almighty for 
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the development of 
human nature and for 
the happiness of peo- 
ples, and confirmed and 
completed by the Son 
of God, Jesus Christ. 
This unity presumes, 
furthermore, unanimous 
submission to a disci-

This substantial Unity is not a wish, a hope and a 
prayer merely of Catholics and of their Church. There 
are many others outside our fold who have been 
touched by the prayer of Jesus as we have and who 
are earnestly praying and working for the amalgama- 
tion of Christian Churches. We shall not forget in our 
prayers during this Octave and during each day of the 
year the heroic efforts of these non-Catholic religious 
bodies of Christendom. They have gone far in the 
suppression of useless and purposeless sects and in 
the eradication of senseless divisions. We are bold 
enough to think that our prayers have helped this 
movement. We shall pray God to bless them with 
light and with perseverance so that during the coming 
year a greater harvest of Unity may be reaped. We 
shall pray God to bless all with a courage that will 
stiffen their souls to efforts that attempt to thwart their 
federations—efforts made by those who have not yet 
seen the light. 

We like-minded persons, who pray with Christ Him- 
self that there shall be One Fold and One Shepherd 
and that all may be One, are not lured on by mere pride 
and by the hope of boasting of increased numbers. 
We are animated in our prayers and in our work by the 
vision of the great advantages that will come to society 
from such a union. Religion itself will profit when its 
claims are presented to all men in an atmosphere 
cleared of misunderstanding and doubt and enlivened 
with certainty and peace. 





THe BENEFIT OF UNITY TO THE NATION 


The nation will profit when its foundations are 
strengthened by the united religious belief of its 
citizens. The nation will be bettered by their common 
democratic assembly in their houses of worship to 
adore the God of men and of nations. The nation will 
be helped by their universal observance of a common 
moral code in their private lives, in their homes, in 
their business life and in their duties as citizens of 
the Republic. 

Christian civilization, all civilization, will profit 
immensely through the unity of the churches. Such 
unity will eliminate the greatest scandal of all times in 
the eyes of the pagan world,—the sight of the seamless 
garment of Jesus, slashed into a thousand shreds by 
the bitterness, the bigotry, the misunderstanding and

To save their souls He invited men and women 
to follow Him. To save their souls He prayed that 
all His followers might be One. To save more souls, 
with less waste and less unchristian competition, we 
pray God to help us unite. “O God, Who settest 
straight what has gone astray, and gatherest together 
what is scattered, and keepest what Thou hast gathered 
together, we beseech Thee in Thy mercy to pour down 
on Christian people the grace of union with Thee, that, 
putting aside disunion, and attaching themselves to the 
true shepherd of Thy Church, they may be able to 
render to Thee due service. Through Christ our Lord.” 








ENGLISH CHURCH ASSEMBLY TO STUDY 
TREND TOWARD UNITY 


A special cable despatch to the New York Times 
published on January 31st intimates that the Church 
of England Assembly has been requested to study 
charges at its February meeting that 3,000 of its clergy 
are offering prayers for Reunion with the Holy See. 

Walter Poynter Adams, lay representative in the 
Assembly for the Diocese of Truro, said he had re- 
ceived a document which reads: 

“We are exactly 1,016 clergymen who have in these 
last eight years subscribed to the faith of the Council 
of Trent and pledged ourselves to preach it in our 
parishes. ... Moreover, some 2,000 others are in sym- 
pathy with our aims and join us every year with their 
parishioners in a novena (period of prayer) for the re- 
turn of the Anglican Church to the Papacy.” 

Mr. Adams said he would ask the Archbishops what 
they know about this document and what they were go- 
ing to do about it. 

A clergyman prominently associated with the reunion 
movement denied that it was caused by the recently 
published scheme for reunion of the Free Churches. 

“This is the first time our movement has been 
brought before the Church Assembly,” he said. ‘The 
membership is growing so rapidly that the Bishops 
cannot longer regard it as a negligible body.”

January 18th, the Feast of St. Peter’s Chair, inaugu- 
rated the Church Unity Octave—a week of prayer and 
devotion designed to restore to the Unity of the Catho- 
lic Church all of the peoples of the world. The Church 
Unity Octave was founded by Very Rev. Father 
General through THe Lamp in 1908, just thirty years 
ago. Ina great measure the corporate reception of the 
Society of the Atonement is attributed to the faithful 
observance of the Church Unity Octave. To the same 
cause is attributed the later, corporate receptions of the 
Monks of Caldey, the Nuns of Milford Haven and just 
a few years ago, the Jacobites in India under the direc- 
tion of Mar Ivanios. 

At Graymoor the Church Unity Octave is the time 
chosen for the Community to make the yearly retreat.

thereafter. A fitting inscription on the cross which 
stands above her grave would be the two words—

We doubt not she heard from the Master’s lips, 
when she appeared before His judgment seat imme- 
diately after her death: ‘Well done, good and faith- 
ful servant.”

GRAYMOOR BURSES 

The financial situation at Graymoor is acute at the 
present time, largely because of the great increase of 
Students for the Priesthood whom we have accepted 
for our Order. Scarcely any of them are able to do 
aught towards their own maintenance, because, when 
they abandoned the world to serve Jesus Christ in Holy 
Religion, they had to give up whatever jobs they had 
and with it their wages.

In the annals of the Society of the Atonement, the 
observance briefly alluded to elsewhere in this issue, 
of the seventy-fifth anniversary of the birth of the 
Reverend Founder, Father Paul James Francis, S.A., 
on January 16-17, 1938, will deserve a chapter all its 
own. 

Greeted by a message of felicitation from our Holy 
Father, Pope Pius XI., and high dignitaries of the 
Church in the United States and Canada, the occasion 
served as an opportunity for many friends, especially 
a host of the subscribers of THE Lamp, which he 
founded and has so ably edited for so many years, to 
join with the members of the Community at Graymoor 
in paying a tribute of affec- 
tion to the Father Founder for 
his many fine qualities of 
heart and mind. The occasion 
also served to focus attention 
on the remarkable achieve- 
ments resulting from his la- 
bors since that day so many 
years ago when he was called 
to “spend himself and he 
spent” in the service of God. 
It is a story of self-sacrifice 
and labor which we are sure 
will be of interest and inspir- 
ation to the thousands of new 
recruits to the mailing list of 
THE Lamp. 

Seventy-five years ago in 
the small town of Millington, 
in Kent County, Maryland, a 
son was born to the Rev. Jos- 
eph Newton Wattson, and his 
wife, Mary Electa Wattson. 
Little did they dream then 
that this son whom they had 
baptized Lewis, would one 
day be the center of world- 
wide attention from adherents 
of all religious beliefs, par- 
ticularly those of the Anglican 
and Roman Catholic persua- 
sions. Of his boyhood, up to 
the age of ten years, there is 
little to be told, but about that time he began to evince 
an interest in the religious discussions of his father, 
an ordained minister of the Anglican Church. In one 
of these talks the boy heard his father relate the im- 
pression that had been made on him as a result of 
hearing a sermon preached at the Catholic Cathedral 
in Baltimore, by a member of the then newly-founded 
Paulist Order. “What we need in the Anglican 
Church,” declared the Rev. Mr. Wattson, “is a preach- 
ing order like the Paulists.” 

This remark of the father seemed to touch off some 
vital spark of determination in the young son, for there-

after he cherished in his mind and heart an ambition 
to follow in his father’s footsteps in the Anglican min- 
istry and supply the lack in his Church which the elder 
Rev. Mr. Wattson had deplored, namely, to found an 
Order of Preachers. 

After graduating from St. Stephen’s College at Ann- 
andale, New York, Lewis Wattson entered the General 
Theological Seminary of the Episcopal Church in New 
York City, and at the age of twenty-two, he 
was raised to the ministry. His first appointment was 
to Port Deposit, Md., and later he was called to the 
charge of St. John’s Church at Kingston, N. Y. Here 
he remained some years and founded the Mission 
Church of the Holy Cross in 
the railroad section of that 
little city. 

During all this time the 
ideal of his early youth of 
founding an Order of Preach- 
ers continued to occupy his 
thoughts, but try as he would, 
he seemed unable to select a 
suitable name for his proposed 
Order until, reading the life 
of Saint Francis of Assisi, 
he received an_ inspiration. 
His mind dwelt on the inci- 
dent related of Bernard of 
Quintavalle; he decided to fol- 
low the same procedure as St. 
Francis himself. Placing his 
trust in the Holy Ghost, 
Father Wattson opened the 
Bible at random three times. 
His faith was rewarded, for 
the name revealed to him was 
embodied in the text, “We joy 
in God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, through Whom we 
have now received the Atone- 
ment.” Though filled with the 
greatest happiness at thus be- 
ing favored by Almighty God 
in the choosing of such a sub- 
lime name for the Order he 
; planned, he nevertheless re- 
ceived an interior admonition that he would have to 
wait seven years for the fulfillment of his desire. To 
him it was the voice of the Holy Ghost, and he ac- 
cepted it in full humility and obedience. 

I'wo years later, as the next step toward his goal, he 
accepted a position as Superior of a band of unmarried 
Anglican clergymen doing mission work in Omaha, 
Nebraska. For three years he remained there living a 
community life, giving himself wholeheartedly to the 
work entrusted to him. Nevertheless his thoughts were 
ever on the subject nearest to his heart, the proposed 
Society of the Atonement. It was at this time he be- 
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gan a correspondence with Sister Lurana White, (Died 
April 15, 1935, R. I. P.), a member of an Anglican 
Sisterhood, who was destined to be the future Mother 
Foundress of the Sisters of the Atonement. At the 
same time he was spending long hours in a study of 
the Papal claims, and in connection therewith, the 
works of Keble, Froude, Newman and others promi- 
nent in the Oxford Movement. 

At the end of three years, before leaving Omaha for 
New York in 1898, Father Wattson made a vow to ad- 
here to the ideal of Franciscan poverty, and determined 
to live henceforth according to the rule of the Umbrian 
Poverello. When he arrived again in the East, he met 
for the first time Sister Lurana Mary at the ancestral 
home of her family in Warwick, N. Y. It was at the 
close of a three days’ retreat they jointly offered them- 
selves to God for the purpose of founding the Society 
of the Atonement. This consecration of their lives to 
their holy ideal took place five years after Father 
Wattson had received in such a unique manner the 
name which the Society holds today. 

Thereafter events moved more rapidly under the 
guiding hand of God. 


Sister Lurana, through a friend, heard of an aban- 
doned chapel, which reminded her of the Portiuncula— 
the little portion of Saint Francis. The chapel, with a 
small piece of land, was located fifty miles north of 
New York City in what was then but a sparsely settled 
wilderness known as Graymoor Valley. On December 
15, 1898, she went to Graymoor and took up her abode 
in an old farmhouse and there laid the foundation of 
what is today the flourishing Community of the Sisters 
of the Atonement. 


To acquire training and experience in strict com- 
munity life, Father Wattson made a short novitiate 
with the Anglican Fathers of the Holy Cross, and then 
on October 3, 1899, he arrived at Graymoor. Having 
no other shelter, and still holding to his vow of Fran- 
ciscan poverty, he spent the winter in an old dilapi- 
dated shed which he called “Palace of Lady Poverty.” 
In the Spring of 1900 the beautiful Mount of the Atone- 
ment was given to Father Wattson and the money also 
to build on its summit St. Paul’s Friary. Soon, young 
men and women were attracted to the ideals of Father 
Wattson and Sister Lurana, and in a short space of 
time the Religious Order, which Father Wattson from 
the days of his youth, had so ardently hoped to found 
in the Anglican Church, came into being as the Society 
of the Atonement at Graymoor. 


Franciscan ideals were and are greatly respected by 
all Christian people, so the new foundation at Gray- 
moor was well received by fellow Anglicans. But the 
spirit of prophecy came upon Father Paul after his 
religious profession and he could no longer refrain 
from proclaiming to his fellow Anglicans the Church 
Unity vocation of the Society of the Atonement. He 
bore witness to the Chair of Peter at Rome as the 
Divinely Constituted Center of a Reunited Christen- 
dom in a sermon before the assembled Long Island 
Archdeaconry, which had the effect of a bomb ex- 
plosion, and within a short time every pulpit in the 
Episcopal Church was closed to him. 

THe Lamp made its first appearance in 1903 with 
Father Paul as editor. In the initial and following 
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issues the editor urged the Corporate Return of Angli- 
cans and other Protestants to their ancient allegiance to 
the Holy Catholic Church with its center at Rome. 
To impress his sincerity on the scoffers and doubters, 
Father Paul initiated in 1908 the eight day period 
of prayer now known throughout the civilized world 
as the “Church Unity Octave.” One year later, as 
if in answer to the prayers of the Octave, Father 
Paul himself, and the nucleus of the Society of the 
Atonement, numbering two Friars, five Sisters and ten 
Tertiaries, seventeen in all, made Corporate Submis- 
sion to the Holy See, (October 30, 1909). 

Some months later Father Paul was ordained to the 
Priesthood at Dunwoodie, N. Y., and then, strengthened 
by Divine grace, he returned to Graymoor to continue 
in the Catholic Church a more glorious Apostolate than 
that which he had envisioned when outside the Fold of 
Peter. 

It is an axiom that God moves in mysterious ways 
His wonders to perform. We see in the foregoing 
chronicle how a vocation to a beautiful ideal was im- 
planted in the mind of a youth, and how, despite many 
trials and discouragements, God led him along the 
devious path to the summit of the Rock of Peter where- 
on Christ established His Church. 

Space will not permit more than a very brief allu- 
sion to the remarkable influence which is associated 
with the name of Father Paul. His zealous efforts in 
the Church Unity movement heretofore mentioned, 
continue unabated, and happily are exercising a pro- 
found influence on the minds of Christian peoples of 
every sect throughout the world. Never before has 
there been such a “will to Unity” as we witness today; 
and mankind is more yearning and more hopeful that 
in the not-too-distant future the prayer of Our Lord 
that ‘All may be One, as He and the Father are One” 
will be a fait accompli. 

Of Father Paul’s works of mercy and charity, only 
the recording angel in heaven can have a full knowl- 
edge, but many Bishops, Priests and others, laboring 
for the salvation of souls in the Mission Fields in vari- 
ous parts of the world, have reason to hold the name 
of Father Paul in grateful benediction for conceiving 
and maintaining a great Mission-aid organization, the 
Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost, which has been instru- 
mental in raising nearly three million dollars for the 
Mission Cause. 

Concomitantly with this great work for God should 
be mentioned the erection of a College and Novitiate 
at Graymoor, and a Seminary in Washington, D. C., 
for the training of poor but worthy young men who 
aspire to follow the Father Founder in his Franciscan 
ideal and become Friar-Priests of the Atonement, so 
they too may fare forth into the Vineyard and reap 
the harvest of immortal souls. This task in itself is a 
work of great magnitude, but now, as the twilight of 
life descends on Father Paul, he finds recompense for 
his arduous labors, his many human disappointments 
and trials, in witnessing the growth of the Religious 
Order he founded and the effective way it serves the 
Church. At present, the First Congregation (Friars) 
numbers twenty-eight priests, and over a hundred young 
men are preparing for the priesthood; the Sisters, 
known as the Second Congregation, number one hun- 
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dred and twenty-four. Both Friar-Priests and the 
Sisters of the Atonement are already engaged in Mis- 
sionary work in the South and Southwest; also in Can- 
ada and Ireland. 

This sketch would not be complete without some 
mention of the tender sympathy and compassion which 
Father Paul, as befits a true follower of the Poverello 
of Assisi, St. Francis, has always had for the outcast 
of human society, the homeless and unemployed. From 
the first months of his founding the Society of the 
Atonement at Graymoor and all through the lean years 
since then, no one has been denied a welcome to share 

Indeed, many who came to the 
Mount of the Atonement for just a meal and a night’s 
shelter, found the atmosphere so cordial and encourag- 
ing that they remained, some for a few months and 
some for years, regaining their health and manhood, 
but most all of these poor men, lovingly designated as 
Brothers Christopher, willingly repaid the kindness 
shown them by Father Paul by aiding in the construc- 
tion of the many buildings to be seen on the Mount of 
the Atonement today, such as St. Francis Church, St. 
John’s College, St. Joseph’s Novitiate, The Lamp 
Building, The National Shrine of St. Anthony and 
St. Christopher’s Inn. 

We realize that what has been written above on the 
life and work of Very Reverend Father Paul James 
Francis, S.A., touches only on the salient points of his 
glorious work for God and man. Well may we greet 
him with the accolade—“Well done, thou good and 
faithful servant.” 

In addition to the message of felicitation from His 
Holiness the Pope, there were salutations, among 
others, from the Rt. Rev. Msgr. Michael J. Lavelle, 
P.A., Vicar General of the Archdiocese of New York; 
Most Rev. Henry J. O’Leary, Archbishop of Edmon- 
ton, Canada; Most Rev. J. H. McDonald, Coadjutor 
Archbishop of Edmonton; Most Rev. W. M. Duke, 
Archbishop of Vancouver, B. C.; Most Rev. R. A.

To him 
they went for the preparation and training for their 
missionary careers. The Saint, with his many years 
of educational and religious training, painstakingly led 
his students along the paths of the religious life, 
indoctrinating them with the spirit of St. Francis. This 
was a particularly difficult task because the mode of 
life as set up by St. Francis was in sharp contrast to 
that which was then prevailing. By the example of 
St. Francis and St. Anthony, however, and the latter’s 
ability to win his pupils to the new monastic life, a 
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lasting pattern of religious education was given to the 
Order. Every Friar of the Atonement follows the 
Franciscan Rule. He voluntarily embraces a life of 
poverty. 

All of the poor young men now preparing for their 
Priestly missionary careers in our Society are depend- 
ing on us for their education and sustenance. Our 
Holy Rule enjoins that we will not turn away any 
deserving young man because of his inability to finance 
himself, but by the same token his poverty places an 
additional burden on the ever slender financial 
resources of our Graymoor Community. 

Briefly then, the purpose of the Legion is (1) the 
preparation and education of young men to the Mis- 
sionary Priesthood, and (2) the extension of the King- 
dom of God through the missionary activities of the 
Franciscan Friars of the Atonement. 

That is why we invite all Readers of THE Lamp to 
enroll in St. Anthony’s Legion. We need the aid of 
every one in helping us finance the young men depend- 
ent upon us to “see them through” to the Priesthood. 
To be represented by an apostle who offers daily the 
Holy Sacrifice is indeed not only an opportunity to 
practice a beautiful charity, but a privilege in which 
all can share without real hardship.

LETTER TO A TERTIARY 


By CaTHEerINE De Hueck 


In your last letter, you tell me that you have com- 
pleted your postulancy and have been received into 
the Third Order of St. Francis and at the same time 
into the Third Congregation of the Atonement. I know 
it must have been a happy day for you, for now you 
belong to the Great Family of the Poverello, the little 
Poor Man of Assisi. What a joy and what a responsi- 
bility, especially in these, our days! Before you lies, 
clear and unmistakable the path trodden many centur- 
ies ago by him who was in love with Love. It is your 
turn now to follow, as close as possible, that straight 
road to Heaven. 


There is much for you to do. Just take a look around 
the world to see where you must begin. On all sides 
we hear of the “Brotherhood of Man,” with the Father- 
hood of God, conspicuously left out. And those who 
use the expression for the most part, seem to have 
overlooked that that very brotherhood became possible 
only after Christ had proclaimed that very Fatherhood 
of God, and made us through it His brothers, only then 
and only through Him, can that expression be used. 
Take Him out of it, as the Communists do, and the 
whole sentence loses its inner meaning and becomes 
one more catchy slogan to be bandied about by 
unscrupulous men, to further confuse, already confused 
issues. 


The poor hate the rich. The rich hate the poor. 
Class battles against class. Brother rises against 
brother. Nation against nation. Peace has fled. Love 
is dying and we as if unconscious of it all, sing with 
our lips, “Peace, peace, peace... Let us be done 
with words, until they will mean deeds. For empty 
words, not backed by deeds, kill souls, and beget that 
very hate that leads to strife, sorrow and death. 


You, who have just become a member of the great 
Franciscan Family, do you remember that the first 
crib was put up by St. Francis, that great Lover of 
the Infant of Bethlehem, who grew up to die for us on 
a naked Cross. As Children of St. Francis, we should

arch which was nothing less than to lead the world 
back to Christ. A gigantic task, truly, and it requires 
a vast army of Franciscan Tertiaries to accomplish it, 
but every unit counts and every individual son and 
daughter of St. Francis must do his or her part, as it 
was in the very days of St. Francis himself. It was 
because he had the power of inspiring such a vast 
multitude of young men and young women to follow in 
his steps and love as he loved, that society was revolu- 
tionized in an incredibly short time. He started with 
himself. He left his home, his wealth and worldly 
future, his very garments, and became poor for love's 
sake. All he did was to love well and much. And to 
all, who wanted to listen, and to many who did not, 
he spoke of Him Whom he loved. But he did more; 
he substantiated everyone of his words, by deeds. 

At first people laughed at his words, but when they 
saw the deeds follow them closely, they did not want 
to laugh any more. They either followed him, leaving 
all things behind, or if their state of life precluded this, 
they changed it.

Learned men today speak earnestly of how Saint 
Francis changed the social structure of the Society o!

One becomes like a flame, reflecting the glorious 
beauty of the Beloved, so that men beholding you won- 
der, and wondering ask, and asking learn, and learning 
catch fire themselves. Thus you can become an apostle 
of Love. 

But men will not believe your words, unless you 
follow them up with deeds, and here His voice sounds 
in your ears: “I was naked and you clothed Me, thirsty 
and you gave Me to drink, sick and you nursed Me...”

When THE Lamp reaches you, we will be in the 
midst of the month dedicated to the Holy Family of 
Nazareth—Jesus, Mary and Joseph. For over nineteen 
hundred years the Holy Family of Nazareth has per- 
sonified the perfect family of Christian life, and Catho- 
lics have striven to model their home life upon it. Here 
in America the “Holy Family” means much to us, sur- 
rounded as we are by the comforts and contacts of all 
that the sweet name of “family” implies. 

But in Cuina! In China—at the present time, the 
Japanese War-Dragon has left its ravaging mark on 
the families in the Land of the Mandarins, as it travels 
towards the conclusion of the present conflict—with 
death in its wake. Press and Picture depict to us with 
gruesome reality conditions among the Chinese. There 
the “Holy Family” needs to be better known. 

To us at Graymoor has come a letter from Venerable 
Sister Presentation, Dominican Nun of St. Joseph’s 
Orphanage, Foo-Chow, who tells us very graphically 
about the situation as it exists among the little orphans, 
proteges of the Holy Childhood, quartered there: 

“|. . But the Lord sees fit to try out our love by 
giving us war. 

“Here in Foo-Chow it is a little quiet at present. 
Every day airplanes fly around. This makes us fearful 
that bombs will soon be dropped. Now IT Is VERY 
DIFFICULT TO GET FOOD AND IT iS VERY EXPENSIVE. EVERY 
DAY WE SEEM TO GET MORE BABIES, ORPHANS. THE POOR 
CHINESE PEOPLE ARE NOT ABLE TO BUY RICE AND THERE- 
FORE MUST GIVE THEIR CHILDREN AWAY. 

“Dear Father, your kind generosity in the past has 
been such a great help to us, and we wish to thank you. 
May the Infant Jesus, whose poverty we share, bless 
you for all your kindness to His little Pagan babies!” 

The good Sister has sent us a picture of one of the 
little almond-eyed waifs, whose spiritual and material 
existence has been made possible by the generosity of 
the Holy Childhood’s members and friends. This 
Chinese child, pictured on the next page, is typical of 
many millions—waiting to be ransomed and adopted 
into the “Holy Family” of Christ, whose Mother is the 
Catholic Church.

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“OLD-FASHIONED FATHER” MAKES A 
STRONG APPEAL 


To the Editor of The Lamp: 


Now that the Old Year is gone, let us look to the 
New Year,’ was the usual greeting of Christians last 
month, And the whole world seemed to voice this 
spirit, for 1937 took an awful toll on suffering human- 
ity. Hence there is a more important message, and its 
need is greatest at present, for we want to find out 
what is wrong with us. The message is “Let us look 
backward.” 

There never was a time when “looking backward” 
and taking stock in human mistakes was more urgent 
than today. The world has moved so swiftly, year in 
and year out, during the past decade, few of us can 
understand the terrible change in mortal man. And 
this change came from one little word—Modernism— 
which in a very short time became Paganism. Christ- 
mas and New Year's greetings give much happiness 
and should be encouraged. But for the sake of a bet- 
ter future, let us search the recent past and see what 
was wrong. Science and Education gained considerable 
by this so-called Modernism, but Religion and Culture 
suffered. 

It was all very well to advance in worldly wisdom, 
the gains of inventive genius, but when Religion and 
Culiure are sacrificed, the world loses. Modern genius 
was able to change the world’s surface, solve the sky- 
line and the sealine. It was able to move mountains 
and dry up rivers, but when it began to tamper with 
the image of man himself and to remodel him in an 
effort to re-form and improve on the Creator's plan, 
genius became the work of Antichrist. 

During the past several years, Man's collective wis- 
dom has been practically making a new world. But at 
the same time this same collective wisdom was using 
Modernism to forget all about the Creator of the uni- 
verse. Man’s success seemed to have turned man’s 
brain. The world wished to forget all about God, as 
though fearing He may claim credit for the wonderful 
achievements of the times. After Modernism accom- 
plished the great things in Science and Education, 
God, the Creator, was cast aside and Paganism was 
Soon taking the place of Religion. 

This is the picture confronting us today, and is the 
reason for all to Look Backward. the Holy Father 
drew it to our minds only recently. He speaks plainly 


to a mad-rushing world. At the extreme age of 80 
years, he begs us as though they were his last words. 


If the Holy Father speaks plainly on Paganism, why 
should not we laymen talk just as plainly on the causes 
of Modernism. He spoke to the whole world. Let us 
speak to our little world, the sphere in which we live. 

The Christian home of today is vanishing. Pagan 
ways are reviving Pagan days. As in the old days, 
womanhood must take some of the blame with man. 
Like Eve, woman leads the way today. According to 
God’s order, woman was to be the helpmate of man, 
to cooperate with man, not to lead. Satan knew her 
weakness, and Eve led man to the forbidden tree. But 
this modern Eve leads to Modernism. Satan’s second 
point of attack was an appeal to her vanity. “You will 
be likened to a goddess, adored and worshipped,” was 
the whisper. Satan still tries to drag womanhood down 
and alas, he is scoring a modern day success of it. 
Just look around and see the transformation in woman. 
Where is the woman of yesteryear? If mankind is to 
be saved, women must be saved first; that means she 
must come back to sanity, she must be made once 
more after the model of Mary. The battle for woman 
is a battle for Mary, the time for the battle is now. Let 
us start in our own little sphere. 


Few grown-ups of today could tell just when woman- 
hood started this change. All men agree that the 
change was too swift for one lifetime. From second 
place to man, then equality with man, and superior to 
man, was too quick for her safety. Some men think, 
and some women also, that Women’s Suffrage with the 
equal vote, caused the terrible change. The craze for 
Modernism and everything Modernistic followed that 
of the ballot. They had listened so long to propa- 
ganda of freedom for women, many believed they had 
shackles on hands and feet and with these torn away, 
they would do as they wished. With freedom, their 
minds outdistanced man, and the latter allowed more 
freedom, till precious womanhood came down from 
her lofty pedestal. 

With equality, women aped man in every way— 
dress, mannerism, facial expression, she began to 
smoke, drink and mix up in circles where she did not 
belong. As she succeeded in business and commercial 
life, she became masculine and the acquiring of fin- 
ancial security soon caused the male to be cast aside. 
Modernism moved so swiftly that woman changed 
with every whim; she dressed and acted on any tip 
from abroad. Long dresses were shortened and then 
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lengthened, and shortened again at the dictation of 
Europe. Morals were never considered in woman's at- 
tire and those who protested were called old-fashioned, 
and the world was told to be broadminded. Women 
distorted their faces, painting out of all reason, rouge 
and lipstick helping to create the artificial, but the 
pity of it all was the plucking out of eyebrows and 
eyelids that God gave for better uses. Looking pretty 
for a day has taken an awful toll. Many girls who 
painted ten years ago, are ugly today, paint and rouge 
having damaged their faces and the lack of eyebrows 
destroying their sight. And the cigarette-smoking 
among women has done the rest, Modernism having 
created a thirst for the weed that was considered taboo 
only a few years back. 

And all this has affected the Christian home, and 
the Catholic home is suffering in proportion. Family 
life has dropped down considerably; holy water fonts 
are now ash trays, and the family bible and prayer 
books are used to rest cigarette butts on. The lovely 
custom of blessing themselves at meal times is pass- 
ing out, and the sign of the cross is regarded as only 
for church services. Cigarette-smoking among women 
is actually the cause for breaking down of the Chris- 
tian home and many a Catholic home. Let us look 
back, in fact, let us start a movement to return to 
sanity.

In the “Memoirs of Mother Lurana Mary Francis,” 
published in this same issue, you will find a descrip- 
tion of how the Rosary League was inaugurated in 
October of the same year, so we are celebrating in this 
number Two Anniversaries, the Thirty-fifth Anniver- 
sary of the first issue of THe Lamp on the Feast of 
Candlemas, 1903, and the apparition of Our Lady of 
the Atonement, leading to the formation of the Rosary 
League, on Candlemas, 1901.
